Mons,
Caylus, in introducing the speaker, said that he
(Mr, Caylus) came to represent, and not to re-
lace, Mons. Coudalre, the President of the
ermh Benevolent Society. He said that the
Amerieans, and Germang, and lrish had each
heard their great orators In the Acsdemy of
Musie, and it was now the turn of the Freoch,
With a few more graceful remarks he formally
introduced the reverend lecturer, On rising to
speak, us on entering, a perfect storm of ap-
plause greeted Father Hyacinthe.

gcience, from which, however, it 1s not to be sepa-
rated, 1 have the right so to speak—I1, a priest of
Jesus Christ addressing you. Guard thine own
heart: every man hath his own heart in his Keeping.
T'he three principal powers of the soul and the
body ure the reasom, the Renses, and the heart,
Nelther of the first two mentloned are real

owers, By the senses man I8 assimilated to the
Hrutc creation and sometimes degraded below
its level By reason he is assimilated to the
apgele. He reasons on trath under a dim
ghudow, while the heavenly host behold it inall its
full radiance, Nomlm{, however, 1§ more excla-
glvely, more essentially human than the heart, for
man canpot llve or find aoy permanent principle
that will inspire him in life withont its ald. 1 have
loved, and still love, ideas, but I have never found
in them absolute certalnties, or consolattons  and
joys, What is the heart? It Is the flesh; it is an
organ that commands blood and life. Moses sajd; —
e goal 18 the blood.” The heart 15 almost the
man, for in it all motion in life commences and
ends, 1118 the first organ swaking to life {n the in-
faut in the mother’s womb; 1t 18 the last that beats
omn the death bed.  The materinl heart 18 the image
of the moral heart. And the heart 18 love, the pawer
of foving, Man is not & thought, o sentiment, but he
ig love. This love is the source of all moral acts, for
in every man you will find a good or a bud love, the
welght of whith will degide his after life, 8L Augus-
tine has #ald:—“My 1ove 15 my welght; where It
bears me, thither T'go.” 1 may reclte o you a Gor-
man legend I hove heard: It dedls with a young
man in love. He 18 sketehlng an adwirable lwnd-
seape. Dehind him i8 the flend in human semblance,
watehing Nis every movement. Satan, after watch-
ing him far o while, cries to the youth ;—*You are in
love.” “And how doyou Know that?” replies the
youth, *Icanseeil.”

Townl Destruction _of Powder Mills In San

Francisco—Ten Men Kitled nnd Wonnded,

Intelligence was recelved a fow days since by
telegraph of a terrifle gunpowder explosion (o Cull-
fornia. ‘T'he San Franclsco A lt« of the 80th ult., just
received, glves the following particulars of the ssa
afalr:—

A terrible accldent ocourred abont 645 o'vlock
last evening, at the Grant Powder Works situated
about five miles from the City Hall, 'The works, of
which Bandmuann, Nielson & Cojire the agonts, were
gtarted over a year since, he grounds, lying
between two hills, consist of about an acre of land,
dwround the whole of which was an elght-foot feace,
(in the place were five frame bulldings, The fastory,
a bullding about #5x60 fect, was on the cast side, on
level ground, In the centre was g bullding [n which
the thiree white men emploved at the works lived.
Un the west side was the large stable; above this
wis u shanty, occupled by eight Chinamen employed
there, and, At an elevation of aboutl forty feer, was
the depositery for the nitro-glycerine and aclds
ueed ln manufacturing the powder,

Yesterday afternoon a truck load of acids was
brought to the ground asd placed on the elevator.
At 8 o'clock last evening work was suspended as
nsual. After supper the fureman, driver, and laborer,
who wers In thelr bullding, sat down to play a game
of cards, Abont a guarter before 7 one of them
losked out of the window and noticed a fire on the
hill where the acids were stored.  He had just calied
the attention of the other two tothe fact, when 4
sudden explosion took place on the hill, at once
shattering all the bulldings, setting fire to the bulld-
ing in which the three men were, and the foreman.
Mr, Parsenius, and the driver,whose name could not
be ascertuined, were burned to a orisp, while the
luhorer, Mr. Wallerwelller, was knecked genscless on
the floor. After lying there for several minutes lhe
suMclently recovered himself to be ahle 1o
crawl out of the burning bullding.
Of elght Chinamen fn their shanty #®ix were
sperionsly Injured, one of them having his eyes
nearly burned out. Every one of the bulldings on
the place was torn 1o pieces, the whole fence sur-
rounding the premises was torn down, not a plank
being left on the place. In short, the entire works
are & wreck. The sudden crash of the explosion
fairly shook the hills in the vicinity, and was plainly
heurd u distance of several miles, About S00 yards
distant from the wreok I8 the ranche of Jacob Rlck.
Every pune of glass in the honse was brokenm. All
rushed out excitedly, not knowing at first the canse
of the violent shaking of the house, a8 though it was
belpg  ralsed from Its foundation by electricity,
The first one out of (he house Was Mra.
Rick, who saw the fhouse on fire at
the works, She was soon  followéd by the
men, who at once ran up to the place, rendering
such assigtance as they could to Mr. Wallerwekiler,
who was lying groaning on the ground, On exami-
nation it was found that e hal three severe cuts an
the left hip and two onthe head, The six lojured
Chinamen, who @lso managed to ¢rawl out of their
bullding, were next gtrended to, and as k00N a8 pes-
sible au express wagon was prooured, in which they
were conyeyoed to town.

When the butlding in which the white men wern
had hurned down, the hands from the ranche hooked
out from the cinders the two dead bhodies, wiilceh
were barned toa crisp, the legs und heads being
entirely taken off, and the only way they could be
distinguished from each other was by a portion of
Mr. Parsenius’ watch chaln, which was still huuging
to his body.

The windows of a house 200 yards to the west of
the works were algo smashed, and the inmates of
St, Mary's College, nearly a mile off, woere also
startied, the building shaking from top to kottom.
Whether the aceldent resulted from the explosion o
nitro- Ilvct'rluv or some achl conld not be ascer
l:l.l.llhl{l a8l evenipg, as the only ong of those em
!.tnyul at the works (the laborer) who could give any
nformation was insuch & state that he was hardly
able to speak.

In my judgment, 8o far from belng u
man ot whom we ought to scoff, and whom we may
treat with contempt, hie I8 4 man who oaght to be
carefully watched—a man of whom we should fear
the worst thinge Of course, It 18 nol always the
greatest intollgotual man who achieves the groatost
things {u this world, A man who hus o purpose and
who has power to back him very frequently ¢xvecds
in his aclilevements a man of far larger comprahen-
Aive capacity, This man, ln my judgment, |8 one
of that class of men. i conslaér nim & man of
ajuggish nuture; he s fond of pleasure and devoled
1o enjoyment; and will oceupy himaslf with those
things to the exclusion of business—us he has shown
# disposition to do. Bot when & orisis in our aifairs
ocours you will God he will apply hlmself to busiaess
with far more Industry than B ugrecable to the
country. (Applause,) Just such businesd, I mean,
a4 this in reference to Georgisn; and which he may
next advise with reference W some other State,
Aud it may happen thal he will gwn such power.
and be enablea by combinations of army power ami
the negroes in the South to overcome the Northern
people. 1 do not, therefore, think the Demooratic
gl.rry has any light duty in the ::omlnq campaign.

Card from the Master of the Sonorn—A Flest-
Clnms Meneatlon Speiled,

The New York Tribune has haa piaced in Its ear
the pecompanylog large-sized nea, THE TELRGRAPH
yesterdny very lamocently pubilshed the T'ribune's
necount, After this, of course, we shall kKnow
better;—

To the Edtor of the Tribune—8ir:—Perhaps no
man ever experienced & more genulpne surprise than
Captain Semuel Hutehioson, Jr., master of the ship
Honorn, as he opened your paper this morning, aotl
found that e Bwd been the subject of an item aond
an editorial headed as above,

The statement which some one has palmed off
upot your paper is simply ridicnious, and s used to
compel the settlement of one of those miserable
cased of wages, and azeanlt and battery, with which
every ship naster s atlicted, wio from time to Hme
toies into the port of New Y urk.

The facts o this caso are slmply these:—The sall-
ors mentioned {n your article, huviog received their
wavance and other moenes 80 that they waro Indebrnd
to the ship, deserted from ber at Yioto, Philippioe
Islands,

Her mastor, a8 in duty bound, arrested them for
desertion, had them placed by the snthoritles of the
islund in the fort, without elose confindment, whers
they remuined till the vessel was roady for sea.
when the master went to the fort to take them
aboanl, The men refused to go, repentatly ol
opeuly threatening that If they were taken nboard
they would murder the master and oMeers, in Con-
sequence of which the guthoritios of the isiand sent
B of them abourd in irons,.  There being o United
States Consul at Yiollo, the ship procoeded to Ma-
milln, where the meén were handed over to the
United States Consul, who put them in jiall and Kept
them there until they consented to go nboard and
pttend Lo their doties In an orderly manner, Three
days before the ship salled from Maullla three ol
them came aboard, promising repentance and oho
dience, und came with the vessel 1o New York. The
others were pald off and (discharged Ly orders of the
Coneul,

A to confinement on the ship, we have only to say
hut the men were ironed In a8 ossy o manuer a8
hiey conld be und e seourely kepl, so that the Hves

of the oMcers whom they hud threatened might be
Besnre,

They were confined inthe between decks, which
I8 a 8pRree 400 feet Jong, s feet wide, 8 feot high,
with nothing in it except a few cases of camphor,
which occupled not over one-fortieth part of the hes
tween decks,  This roomy place was well ventilated,
having a scuttle opening from it into the cabin. The
hatches were not closed (o the day time, except once
in a violent hurricane, Five handred men ocould
bave occupled the place with comfort. As to chatdog
of ankles and wrists, and rotton fleah, and {th in
the hold, Captain Hotchingon recelved the first
knowledge or intimation of all these things through
your paper to-day.
